The curious difference between 
cost-accounting as practiced by 
the government and by private 
Jpusincss was illustrated in a single 
(paragraph in yesterday's Wash- 
ington . dispatch quoting Herbert 
Hoover's testimony before the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee. 


Mr. Hoover, former 
president

lines, said yesterday: 


"No one can tell from the pres- 
ent budget what any particular 
function or activity costs. In our 
report we give the Bcthesda (Md.) 
hospital as a simple example of 
present budgeting methods in the 
defense establishment. The hospital 
receives allotments from 12 differ- 
ent appropriations and nowhere is 
its total cost shown." 


T'hat is not a criticism of Pres- 
ident Truman. The basic struct- 
ure of today's federal disbursement 
system has been in effect always. 
Republicans • and Democrats alike 
have had to struggle with a cum- 
bersome machine that has many 
outlets for money and no single 
control. 
© This may not have been partic- 
ularly important in the early days 
of the republic, but with today's 
vast spending and record taxation 
it is a problem that cries for a 
quick solution — which accounts 
for tho friendly co-operation given 
Mr. Hoover by President Truman 
on the entire reorganization mat- 
ter.

An American war crimes tribun- 
l continued for the second day the 
reading of an 800-page verdict in 
the case of 21 German officials in 
the so-called 
"Wilholmstrasse" 
group of diplomats and other policy 
makers. It was the 13th and final 
war crimes trial here. 


Only one defendant had 
been 
cleared on all counts so far. He 
was Otto Von Erdmannsclorff, 60, 
former German minister to Hun- 
gary, who was tried on only one 
charge—that of crimes against ci- 
vilians of invaded countries.

war crimes against humanity.

Four years after taking over the 
reins of a government which has 
engaged in two devastating world 
wars, he is known to feel that the 
goal is at last in sight.

He weighs 178 pounds, 11 more 
than he did when he 
was sum- 
moned to the White House April 
12, 1945 to take the oath of office. 
His physician, Brig. General Wal- 
lace H. Graham, thinks he's a bit 
"too fat." He is walking every 
mornhi!* before breakfast and tak- 
ing regular swims in the 
White 


House pool in an effort to reduce 
his. waistline. 
Mr. Truman is celebrating his 


fourth anniversary as president by 
lunching with old colleagues 
on 
Capitol Hill at noon (CST).

for a new Western German repub- 
lic soon may be tossed back into 
the laps of the Big Three foreign 
ministers.

ton. 
..JV- witness, .Herbert A. Philbrick, 
said.--.tne '.'same people involved" 
in the j'Young Communist League 
and the American Youth for De- 
mocracy were interested 
in 
the 
youth for victory" meeting. 
Philbrick, 
a 
young 
Mclrose, 
Mass., advertising man, took the 
stand again at the conspiracy trial 
of IT, top American 
Communists 
before'Federal 
Judge 
Harold ,#. 
Medina and a jury. They are ac- 
cused of conspiring to teach the 
overthrow of the government. 
As a surprise witness last week, 
he revealed that he belonged to 
the Communist party for 
years 
with the full knowledge of the FBI 
to whom he reported periodically. 
Philbrick named Struik original- 
ly as a lecturer.at secret Commu- 
nist meetings in the Boston area. 
The MIT professor, 
a widely- 
known mathematician, said 
in a 
statement last week that he was 
not a Communist but a "Marxist 
in the broadest sense." 
Philbrick said the 
"Youth 
for 
Victory" rally was held in Boston, 
Oct. 
11, 1942, and that he helped 
draw up the program. 


The governor of 
Massachusetts
